RECENT DEATHS. 

CommoporeE WI1L114M E. Firzuvueu, U. 8. N., died 
at the Naval Hospital, Philadelphia, Aug. 3. He 
Went there about two months ago from New Lon- 
don to have a cancer removed. The operation was 
performed, and for a while the patient appeared to 
have been slightly benefited by it. The shock had, 
however, been great, he was very weak, and it was 
krown for a week before his death that his illness 
must in ali probability prove fatal. With the Com- 
modore when be died were his brother and sister, 
and Asst. Surg. Rush, U.S. N. The deceused officer 
had a meritorious record. He was born Oct. 18, 
1836, in Ohio, was appointed to the Navy 1n 1848, and 
the two following years was attached to the frigate 
Cumberland. in 1852 he joined the famous old 
Cuane. After leaving the Cyane he served in the 
Pacific and African Squadrons. In 1862 he had 
reached the grade of lieutenaut-commapnder, and 
for the next two years was ewployed on board the 
Steam sloop-of-war Iroquois in tLe North Atlantic 
Blockading Squadron, durivg which he twice nearly 
succeeded in capturing the Alabama. He also took 
part in the Fort Morgan engagement, and after- 
wards received the surrender of the Confederate 
naval forces on the Red River. He commanded m 
the G ulf Squadron until 1867, and after that held 
various important commands, attaining the grade 
of captaia Nov. 25,1876, and commodore Aug. 25, 
1887. The remains were taken to Wilmington, O., 
for interment. A correspondent of the Baltimore 
American writes: “The sick man was told of his 
approaching end, but he never murmured and he 
met his fate with the fortitude of the brave old hero 
that he was. Commodore Fitzhugh was about sixty 
years of age and was a typical ‘ scarred veteran of 
the seas.’ He was a quiet, almost taciturn man, but 
wonderfully fascinating when at ease. He had seen 
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considerable service in China, and was well read 
and always courtly. He had nothing of strut or 
fuss and feathers, and was as modest as any school 
boy. He was one of the most popular officers of the 
Navy with those under him, and to meet him un- 
officially, no one would have supposed that he was 
a paval hero who did splendid service all through 
the war. He always felt that he had reached the 
highest naval honor that could come to him, and 
during the trial of the Yorktown said that he had 
probably reached the limit of his advancement. 
His greatest desire, however, was to have some share 
in making the new Navy of the United States.”’ 


CHAPLAIN Epmunp C. BittinerR, U. 8. Navy, 
retired, who died August 2, at Philadelphia, in the 
7ist year of hie age, was appointed from North 
Carolina, September 30, 1850, and was placed on the 
retired list March 19, 1881, after a faithful service of 
over thirty years. The tuneral services were held 
in Washineton, at the residence of his brother, 
August 5, and the remains were interred in Oak Hill 


Cemetery. 
Gen. Henry pv Pont, the venerable head of the 
+ aw powder manufacturing firm of Wilmington, 
1., died Aug. 8, the anniversary of his 77th birth- 
day, as he was born Aug. §, 1812, in the house near 
Wilmington, where be has ended his long and useful 
career. He was the second son of Eleuthere Irenee 
du Pont de Nemours, the distinguished French- 
man who landed in this country in 1803, a fugitive 
from Jacobin persecution, and founded the powder 
works on the Brandywine river, in Delaware. He 
entered West Point in 1829, was graduated in 1833, 
and promoted Brevet 24 Lieutenant, 4th U. S. Art., 
and sent to Fort Movroe. During the autumn of 
1883 he went with his command to the Creek Indian 
Reservation, in Alabama, where he spent the fall 
and winter at Fort Mitchell in frontier service. He 
resigned his commission, at the request of his 
father, or June 15, 1834, and returned to Wilming- 
ton to assist the latter and his older brother, Albert 
Victor, in the manufacture of gunpowder. Giz 
father died soon afterwards, and in 1850, owing to 
the ill-health of his older brother, be assumed the 
chief direction. From that year until the present 
his was the directing and decisive mind. The Gov- 
ernment held the firm in the highest esteem, and 
during the war it rendered most important service 
tothe Union cause. At the breaking out of the 
Civil War Governor William Burtov appointed bim 
Major General of the State Militia, the commission 
dating from May 11, 1861. lo this position he did 
conspicuous service to the Union canse. General 
du Pont accepted this honor upon the expressed 
condition that he should be in absolute control of 
all the armed troops in the State. This being 
granted, he issued an order that every company 
should be mustered in the Federal service, and that 
the oath of allegiance to the Federal Government 
should be taken by every map. Those that declined 
to take the oath should be deprived of their arms. 
The order carried consternation to every barrack, 
for many of the militia officers of Delaware were 
then weighing the chances of taking their State 
out ot the Union. Sinister influences brought to 
bear —— Governor Burton led him to suspeud 
General du Pont’s order, and a serious and threat- 
ening condition of affairs was brought about. But 
the conspiracy was oipped in the bud. Upon Gen. 
du Pont advice General Dix, then Secretary of 
War, dispatched Gen. Lockwood with an armed 
force to Wilmington, where a number of the leaders 
of this incipieut secession were arrested and sent 
to Baltimore. General du Pont resigned his com 
mission as major general on Aug. 20, 1866. He was 
a member of the Board of Visitors to the Military 
Academy in 1850. Among the more conspicuous of 
bis classmates at West l’oint were General George 
W. Cullum, General Edward Schriver, General 
John W. Barnard, the famous engineer; Gen. Ben- 
jamin Alvord, and Maj. Gen. Alexander B. Shiras. 
The deceased gentleman wasa brother of the late 
Rear Admiral 8. Ff. du Pont, U. 8S. Navy, who died 
Jure 23, 1865,and his son, Cot. Henry A. du Pont, 
pow a member of the firm, is also a graduate of 
West Point, served with distinction during the war, 
and resigned May 1, 1879, being then captain of the 
5th U.S. Art. A life long friend of the deceased 1s 
quoted as saying: “ His debtors as well as his cred- 
itors were always glad to see Henry du Pont. He 
was a genileman of the old school, and whether in 
bis office or in his drawing room he was uniformly 
urbane and cordial. He attended scrupulously day 
by day to the smallest detail of his vast business, 


and tbus he came in cuntact with a great many” 


and with all kinds and classes of persons, and all 
bear testimony to his gentle and engaging manners, 
bis unfailing cousideration aod bis hearty sin- 
cerity.”

He was wounded four 
times, and was in Libby prison during the Rebellion, 
serving in the 34th New York, and also in the 3d 
Massachusetts Cavalry. 


CHARLES MAGILL FAUNTLEROY, who served with 
distinction in the U.S. Navy from 1838 until 1861, 
attaining the rank of lheutenant, died July 28, at 
Leesburg, Va. {n 1861 he joined the Confederate 
army and attained high rank. He leaves a widow 
and three daughters.

THE LATE ASST. ENGINEER C. G. TALOOTT. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


THE circumstances connected with the death of 
Asst. Engr. C. G. Talcott, U. 8. N., led to the opin- 
ion that his death was the result of his own act. 
This is not accepted as conclusive by those of his 
friends who have the best knowledge of bis charac- 
ter and habits, some of these friends having seen 
and conversed with him immediately before he re- 
turned to his ship for the last time. 

Thursday morning, while on his en / to the ship, 
he metafriend in the Bary-yerd, with whom he 
stopped and talked cheerfully, and promised to re- 
turn and dine with him. This friend says there was 
nothing in Talcott's manner to indivate that he was 
despondent or troubled. While returning to the 
ship he also met two boys, sons of officers in the 
yard; he talked with them and invited them to go 
on board the Atlanta. Had he contemplated taking 
his own life, he would never have asked those boys 
to go on board ship and be present at such a time. 

It was hia intention to purchase a revolver, for he 
had spoken to his brother of the necessity of own- 
ing we and said he should get one before another 

ruise, 

On the day of his death be wrote cheerful letters 
to his mother and aunt, saying that if he did not see 
them before the ship left for Newport he would go 
to them as s00n as he returned. These letters were 
written in his usual firm, clear hand. On the same 
afternoon he called on an uncle and talked very 
cheerfully with him, and alluded to the report of 
the Medical Board which had been called for his 
own physical examination. He did not seem at all 
Supoutent: Among other engagements, Talcott 
bad one to a dinner at Bergen Poiot forthe Satur- 
day following his death, and he told bis uncle that 
he would certainly go if the Atlanta did not sail 
before that time. 

On his return tothe ship he changed his plain 
clothes for his uniforim, and the removal of his 
watch and ring is easily accounted for, as it was his 
habit to remove his ring when washing, and that he 
should take off his watch, which he valued, when 
changing his clothes was most natural. That he 
should take a newly-purchased revolver with him 
to the bathroom—it may be to continue an examin- 
aiior cf the weapon—was not peculiar. 

On a previous cruise be had cut the tendons of his 
right thumb and forefinger, and did not bave free 
use and control of them, was unable to grasp any- 
thing quickly and tirmly, but had to take a thin 
slowly and adjust it to his fingers. As accidents al- 
ways happen at unexpected times and in unex- 
pected ways this awkward handling of a weapon of 
delicate mechanism would account for the fatal 


shot. 

When is added to all this the strong Christian 
principie, the bright, happy disposition, bis enjoy- 
ment of life, his sensitiveness and shrinking from 
physical pain and suffering, and the repugnance he 
would feel to becoming in his death a horror, an 
object from whom everyone would shrink, on 
whom the mother and sister to whom he was most 
devoted could not look, is it possible that he would 
take his own life, and in such a way? 

The theory that Mr. Talcott was greatly Gapremset 
by a report of the Medical Board is not sustained by 
those who had talked with him on the subject on 
the very day of his mysterious death. He expressed 
himself freely to his friends and messmates, and ap | 
peared to accept the report in his usual cheerful 
and buoyant wanner, and gave no indication that 
he was depressed at the prospect of contimuing op 
duty on the Atlanta. No possible cause can be dis- 
covered, or even surmised, why he shuuld take his 
own life. The report of the Board which found bim 
in better physical condition than he supposed possi- 
ble (haviug suffered from a local injury incurred in 
line of duty some time previous), should bave 
pleased rather than depressed him, and on no otber 
ground can be found a motive for self-destruction. 
His bright spirit was not destroyed by any pre- 
meditated act of his own. x. 








CAMPS OF INSTRUCTLON AND PRACTICE 
MARCHES. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tue forming of “summer camps of instruction” 
for the regular troops and concentrating thereat 
large bodies of troops is a step in the right direc- 
tion. lt would be better to go a step further, avd 
have the regular troops of allarms camp with the 
National Guard of each State or Territory within 
the limits of which they are stationed. This is to 
some extent to be done this year. As to practice 
marches, we do not believe that any great results 
are to be obtained from marching 100 to 300 miles, 
with no other object in view than to give instruc- 
tion, which can be just as well given by marching 
the troops 10 or 20 miles from their station and back 
again two or three times a month, more or less. 
When there is a necessity for long marches, ete., the 
officers and men of the Army will not be found 
wanting, and will be willing to march any where. 
When considering the number of desertions annu- 
ally and the methods of decreasing them, said to be 
increasing, it may be as well to consider in connec- 
tion therewith the length of * practice ae

ADMIRAL AMMEN’S LIFE RAFT. 


Ir 1s evident that Rear Admiral Ammen, in bia re 
tirement, bas lost none of bis old professional spirit, 
as a patent bas receutly (May 28, 1889,) been issued to 
bim by the C.8. Patent Office for a Balsa, or life 
raft, which has obvious ad vaptages‘over life-saving 
devices of a similar type. The Ammen Life Raft in 
appearance is generally like previous constructions, 
it being an open-work deck of tough wooden slats, 
supported upon and between parallel floats, but in 
the design and material of the floats it 
practical features of improvement that suggest a 
sailor's experience aud foremgbt. The Navy De- 
partment has ordered ove of these rafts to be made 
at the Portsmouth Yard. In determining the ma- 
terial for the fivats, the Naval Constructor has 
adopted the advice of Chief Engineer Melville and 
selected Tobin bronze, that being in his opinion the 
best metal in two important regards, its anti corro- 
sive character apd its very great tensile strength. 
The bronze is to be provided in four sheets of 1 16 
inch thickness each, weighing 2 6 10 of a Ib. per 
square foot. Were tbe sbape of the float sec‘ion per- 
fectly cylindrical probably the balf-inch metal. of 
which it is made, would be strong enough witbout 
interval bracing.

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ROSSIAN CAVALRY. 


THE Militar Wochenblatt says: ‘The material of 
the Russian cavairy relatively to that of the Ger- 
mano Army still leaves much to be desired. Though, 
avcording to cersus returns, tae number of horses 
actually existing in the country reaches the im- 
posing total of 20,000,000, yet 86;per cent. of these are 
under sizea village ponies, uosuited for military 

urposes; and of the remaining 4,000,000, which are 

or the most part reared 10 breeding establisbments, 
3.964 of which exist scattered about the Empire. 
many in the Steppe, only 18 per cent. breed riding 
borses, the remainder only draught animals. These 
stui-breds bardly suffice to meet the requirements 
of the officers una of the Guard regiments, and the 
latter are beipg compelled more and more to have 
revourse to the horses coming from the Soutb, to 
so-called ‘improved’ country-breds, which also 
supply the needs of the line cavalry almost en- 
tirely. These animals possess considerable endur- 
ance, but are not well shaped for cavalry purpores. 
Nevertheless, and in spite of the upprom/?sirg 
nat of tbe material, the attempt is made to 
attain the same proficiency in the old-fasbioued 
manége traditions as was formerly achievea with 
better stock and longer service. Muvh time is 
uereby lost without the required end being gained, 
and sufficient care cannot be devoted to developing 
the speed of the horses and teaching them to sur- 
mount the obstacles of the grouod; and this part of 
their training is further hampered by tbe insuffi- 
meney of the food ration, toe drawbducks of the 
climate, and the want of covered riding schools. 
Further, the inspecting officers are still under the 
delusion that ‘fat’ is synonymous with ‘condition’ 
(av idea that has .ong away io German cav- 
alry circles); and what tbe iospeciing officer wishes 
to see, tbe subordipvates will be sure to try and pro- 
duce, Add to all this, the amount of foot-drill, tar- 
get shootivg, ahd infantry duties of all kinds which 
are powadays required from him, and it will be 
seen that but littie time remains in which to teach 
the recruit the first essential of the cavalry soldier, 
viz.: how to ride bis borse. This system of educa- 
tion duriog the winter months is continued into the 
summer drills, for which, as we!l ae for the impor- 
tant section of outposts and reconupaisances, but 
little time remains. Hence the manceuvres tend to 
drag a good deal—i. e¢., the ‘gallop’ is seldom 
sounded, but long halts are tbe rule, in order to 
correct the dressing, intervals, and distances lost 
during the movement. The accuracy with which 
wheels and deployments are eff+cted are thought 
more of than their promptitude and rapidity. At- 
tacks with changes of formation and front, carried 
through the stages of gallop, charge, raily, and 
pursuit, are rarely seen; but on the otber hand, 
there is a great deal of ranking off by sections and 
half sections, and of dismounting ana infantry drill. 
Ot course, this is not the case in ail regiment-; there 
are some brilliant exceptions, well up to any stand- 
ard; but the crying defect is want of uniformity.” 
[he Army and Navy Gazette thinks tbat this pic- 
ture sbows plain)y enough the swamp into which 
the pursuit of the mounted tofantry fetish invaria- 
bly leads, and trusts that those who are responsible 
for the attempts which are at present being made 
to teach cavalry to shoot before they can ride, and 
to make road sketcbes before they can bandle their 

roper weapons, May pause and contemplate their 

ussian model before they go further. 








CONTROLLABLE TORPEDOES. 


THe United Services Gazette says: “Our readers 
may remember that the advantages claimed for the 
Brennan torpedo, which has the appearance of a 
fine salmon, ard weighs, when fully equipped, 
about 25 cwt., are—a good speed (20 knots); a range 
of 144 to 2 miles; it can be regulated to run on the 
surface or at any depth upto 10 ft.; 1t can be steered 
30 deg. to 40 deg. to port or starboar4; it carries a 
heavy chargeofammunition. The lance expe 
riments bave sbown that. 100 lb. of gun cotton might 
not be sufficient to siuk a wodern ironclad. It can 
be used as effectively at night as by day. A light 
steel mast witb a flag servesto show the course of 
the torpedo when submerged. At pight the flag is 
replaced by a 16-candle incandescent lamp in « fun- 
nel shaped shade, with the apex pointing towards 
‘ne object. Tbis mast is said to reduce the speed 4 
knots. The diradvantages are that it cannot b. 
mavoouvred back to iis starting point, and the ne 
cessity ef having a fixed winding engine and plant. 

Tbe French are experimenting with the Patrick 
or improved Lay-Haght controllable torpedo, 
lately altered to meet their requirements, and 
which uses for its motive power carbonic acid. The 
contract speed is 17 koots; weight complete about 
7,300 lb.; explosive charge carried, 200 Ib.; length of 
wire, 8.400 feet. This torpedo is submerged one 
metre below the surface. [he advautages claimed 
by the inventors are great regularity of speed dur- 
ing the entire ruo and considerable mobility, the 
torpedo and its fittings being independent of a spe 
cial fixed plant from which to receive its motive 
power. Avother deadly weapon slowly working its 
way into notiveis the Nordenfelt electrically con 
trolled torpedo, whicb carries its own electrical 
motive power in the shape of a storage battery, also 
its own propelling and steeriog apparatus and cable. 
When once charged it does not require a prepared 
base to operate from, but may be taken anywhere. 
[t may be towed out by a small boat to any posi- 
tion, started and manceuvred back again to the 
starting point. it will remain readv for use fora 
long period without recharging. Four thousand 
yards or more of cable can be carried, and a speed 
of 16 knots is auticipated, with an explosive charge 
of 500 ib. The Sims Edison torpedo is the slowest of 
the controllable type, and requires a dynamo and 
engine at its base of operation to propel and guide it.

It took 
time to develop that most marvellous of co-operative enter- 
prises, the Civil Service Society of England ; it will take time 
to develup the canteen, but judiciously mapaged it will 
evertually displace post travers forever and the wonder will 
be why they were tolerated so long.”

Tue Transcript List prescribed by Form 11, Navy 
Regulations, edition 1876, bas been abolisned, the 
information contained therein being embraced in 
other blanks. 

Tue Naval Appropriation bill passed at the last 
session of Congress provided for the purchase of 
electric light plants for tre navy yards at New 
York, Norfolk. San Francisco and Washington. At 
the Bureau of Yards and Docks Aug. 6 proposals for 
furnishing the plant for the Washington Navy- 
yard were opeued.

SECRETARY TRACy has referred the report of the 
Board that supervised the recent trials of the Retrel 
toa Board composed of the chiefs of the five bu- 
reaus of the Navy Department. The contractors 
ask for another trial, but the Board does not recom- 
mend that it be had. 


Work on the hulls of the cruisers Bennington and 
Concord progresses slowly, the bviiders believing 
that they have plenty of time, it is reported. It is 
intend to place all fittings before leaving the 
ways, and when launched to bring the vessels to 
New York for finishing. 


OvER on Commupipaw Flats steamboat men have 
had their attention attracted to two barmless-look- 
ing coa) barges, and many have been their remarks 
concerning the old bulks. The older steamboat 
captains recognize in the two vessels what is left of 
the U. S. war vessels Santiago de Cuba and Mercer- 
dela.—N. Y. Times. 


Or the Lancaster, Capt. Kaneis reported as saying: 
*T consider this vessel one of the finest of this type 
that we have ever had in the Service. since I have 
been aboard, in fact since she left Norfolk in 1881, 
she bas not been under any extensive repairs. Her 
bull and spars are in good order.

Or the sentence of the court in the case of Com- 
mander P. F. Harrington, U. 8S. N., which was two 
years suspension on furlough pay, the N. V. Herald 
says: “Secretary Tracy left for New York this 
afternoon, without taking any action on the sub- 
ject, but it is generally understood in naval circles 
that in view of the evidence and the unquestioned 
ability of Comdr. Harrington that Secretary Tracy 
has decided to remit the sentence entirely.” 


Capt. R. W. Meape, in command at the Washing- 
ton Navy-yard, has for some time past been trying 
to have the famous old frigate Constitution brought 
from Portsmouth, N. H., to Washington, where she 
would be useful as a receiving ship, and where the 
glorious old relic of four wars seems froperly to 
belong. But the people of New Hampshire have 
combined to prevent the transfer, anc the present 
indications are that the politicians will defeat the 
Captain. 

Tue Boston had just finished her speed tréuls at 
Newport on Saturday night when she struck on a 
rock off Rose Island. She was sent to New York to 
receive what repairs were necessary before making 
her turning trials. On Friday she made two runs 
over the measured mile at 12 knots speed, and then 
three runs at 53¢ knots, the lowest attainable speed. 
‘On Saturday, under forced draft, at full speed, she 
made four runs over the measured mile- two with 
and two against the tide—averaging 15.55 knots. 


THE material increasein the number of vessels in 
commission, recommended by the Board ot Survey. 
suggests a serious difficulty in manning them prop- 
erly. The law limits the total number of men in 
service to 7,500, and it is estimated that at least 2,500 
more will be needed by the proposed increase. This 
isa matter which seems to demand prompt action 
by Cong and it is to be regretted that the neces- 
sary legislation to increase the force did not accom- 
peny the provision for increasing the number ef 
ships. 

_AccorDING to the New York Times, the pre- 
liminary trial trip of the Baltimore was not so 
successful as was announced, but that she was ob- 
liged to stop on account of several defect: developed 
by the run. A correspondent of the N. Y. Herald 
Says that the official trial of the ship will be post- 
poned until the last of September, and that another 
ship, probably the Pensacola, will be ordered to 
take the expedition from the Observatory to West- 
ern Africa, that is to observe the eclipse of the sun, 
in December. 

THE torpedo boat now building at the Herreshoff 
works, Bristol, R. 1., is nearly ready, and it is ex- 
pected at the Navy Department that the official 
trial of the vessel will take place about the latter 
part of this month. About two months ago the con- 
tractors obtained permission from the Navy De- 
partment to put the Thorneycroft boilers into her 
instead of those of their own design. The craft will 
be 135 feet long and 15 feet wide, and will be fitted 
With triple expansion vertical engines and twin 
screws. Sheis to showaspeed of 22 knots. Her 
main battery will consist of eight autowatic tor- 
pedoes, and in ber secondary battery will be two 3- 
pdr. rapid fire rifles. The total cost of the bull and 
machinery will be $82,750.

SPEAKING of the accident to the Boston, the Balti- 
more Sun ange “The opinion is that the vessel was 
turned too sbort, and so was run upon therock. The 
frequency of such accidents to naval vessels is 
as ap argument in favor of abolishing the regulation 
probibiting naval vessels from taking pilots in en- 
tering ports. The pilots as aclass are very strongly 
in favor of the proposed reform, as their fees 
would be largely increased. Naval «fficers, however, 
are geverally in favor of the present system, al- 
though it adds greatly to their responsibility. Offi- 
cers of our Navy, in addition to all else that is re 
quired of them, must be able to take their vessels 
in or out of any harbor in the world, relying en- 
tirely on their own knowledge and the data given 
by their charts. The reason for this rule is that in 
time of war the vessels on entering an enemy’s port 
would necessarily have to be independent of pilots, 
and in order to qualify them for this duty when it 
would be hkely that the fire of forts would be di- 
rected agaipst them it is necessary to accustom them 
in time of peace to rely on their own ability. Even 
though now and then a sbip may be seriously dam- 
aged and a Court-martial may mete out heavy pun- 
ishment to her commanding officer, the experience 
gained by the officers is thought to more 
counterbalance the loss.”

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EGYPT AND THE SOUDAN. 

Our readers may like to have an intelligible 
statement of affairs as they now exist in Egypt; 
where our friends, the English, are reaping the 
result of the retreat from Khartoum and the 
abandonment of General Gordon. The fanatic 
tribes of the Soudan; emboldened by the murder of 
an English General, and despising the Egyptians, 
whom they have often whipped, ani the English, 
whom they do not yet fully know, have ventured an 
advance upon Egypt itself, meeting thus far with 
overwhelming disaster. 

The occupation of the Soudan in 1882 was ordered 
by Mr. Gladstone, and was a necessary step. When 
Arabi Pasha, as will be readily remembered, had 
obtained fall control of all the resources of the 
land by mastering a feeble Khedive, and inflaming 
the fanaticism of the Mohammedan population, the 
whole progress of the country was at once arrested. 
The great cotton and sugar interests were in immin- 
ent peril of strangulation, from the hatred for 
Christian residents felt in the interior; the Suez 
Canal, the highway to India, was endangered; the 
investments of thousands of Europeans were 
blighted by the power of the headstrong and suc- 
cessful mutineer. The whole country was about to 
be submerged by barbarism, and England had no 
choice but to buckle on her armor and pitch in. 

With little loss of life, Lord Wolseley suppressed 
the mutiny and rescued a people from their op- 
pressors, under whom their lot would have been of 
all lots most miserable. Since then Egypt has made 
wonderful progress. Corporal punishment, till 
then the invariable means for collection of taxes, 
has been abolished; taxes are light, regularly col 
lected and easily paid; government expenses are 
much reduced; justice has been brought home to 
the hovels of the humblest; and a sense of security, 
unknown for centuries, encourages the cultivation of 
the soil. All this was imperilled by a horde of 
savages from the south, who, if unchecked, would 
reduce lower Egypt to the same desolation as their 
own Soudan. 

These savages, the Dervishes, Mohammedan 
mystics; with their belief in their prophets and holy 
men, their assurance that God is favoring their 
cause, their contempt for death, their unsurpassed 
courage, and their desperate hate of the infidel; are 
warriors and foemen worthy of British steel. 

Assouan, which seems to have been the objective 
point of the Arab advance, is a post easily defended, 
even by a smell garrison. It is naturally strong, is 
surrounded by earthworks; its guns, though light, 
are new and excellent. It is to all intents and 
purposes the frontier town of Egypt proper, and 
but for the issue of the contest in the open field 
would have done important service in saving Egypt 
from those enraged fanatics, who recognize no flag 
of truce, give no quarter to the wounded, and 
when successful spare neither age nor sex. 
While Egypt held the Soudan, these people had 
some justification for their deadly hostility. But 
they are not now resisting an Egyptian invasion. 
Since the death of General Gordon they have been 
Wholly let alone. Their present advance on Egypt 
is without excuse. They have no claim to the 
country. They are not even allies of the Sultan, its 
nominal Lord Paramount; for they repudiate his 
sovereignty, both spiritual and temporal. They 
are foreigners invading Egypt; and, moreover, are 
men as antagonistic as they can be io the fella- 
heen of the Lower Nile Valley. These are peasants 
and go back to peasant ancestry tillers of the soil; 
like themselves for thousands of years. The Arabs 
are robbers by profession, whose business of life is 
to plunder caravans, levy black mail and enslave 
African villages at an average cost of 40 unpro- 
a murders for every black man taken alive for 
sale. 

England 1s in Egypt, because bold enough to 
shoulder a burthen .and confront a duty from 
which other nations, less interested, shrank. They 
away, and the valley of the Nile will be wasted 
with fire and sword. They away, and Egypt would 
be paying 20 per cent. for loans which she can now 
easily borrow at four. 

Every lover of civilization will rejoice over the 
extermination of the band of devils who were en- 
deavoring to introduce torture, starvation and 
death into a region now smiling with abundance, 
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and whose inhabitants are beginning-to taste for 
the first time in their lives the sweets of tranquillity 
and settled law. 


THE ARMY AND THE POLITICIANS. 


THE case of the Army versus the politicians is 
most fully and forcibly presented by Henry Loomis 
Nelson in the number of Harper’s Weekly for Aug. 
8. Mr. Nelson shows an intimate acquaintance 
with the demoralizing tendencies of civilian in- 
terference with Army administration, and is in the 
most complete sympathy with Army ideas on that, 
as well as on other subjects. Hedescribes the fear- 
ful fashion in which the Army has been treated 
here and in England, where civilians, retaining 
some vague sense of the overthrow of the Roman 
liberties, see in every uniform an enemy to civil 
liberty, and a conspirator against freedom. He 
shows how this dread of a standing army ham- 
pered Washington in the Revolation’and protracted 
the War of Independence. The Army of the 
United States, as he truthfully says, ‘‘ is so little 
in evidence that the average citizen seldom realizes 
its existence, and yet its achievements have been 
most excellent in the field and in peace. Not only 
have the most efficient leaders in our wars been 
professional soldiers, but the officers of the Army 
surveyed the route for the first railroad to the 
Pacific, planned the jetty system at the mouth of 
the Mississippi before Captain Eads was heard of, 
channelled and bridged our navigable waters, and 
built our lighthouses. The Army has served, with- 
out the rewards of war, as the police of the fron- 
tier, and has made possible the existing civilization 
of the plains.” 

The existenee of an army assumes the need of 
one, and having an army we should make it as effi- 
cient as possible. ‘‘ Whether it is large or small, it 
should be trained and educated to the highest degree 
of efficiency. It should thoroughly understand the 
tools of its trade. It should be armed with the best 
weapons that modern experience and ingenuity have 
devised. Its officers should know all that has been 
discovered concerning the art of war. It should be 
an organization of soldiers, governed by soldiers, 
and its discipline should be fully up to the highest 
standard. It is nearly impossible to imagine any 
one who will dispute these propositions, and yet 
there are lawmakers in the country who apparently 
act on the principle that any army is good enough 
for a republic, and that the day for war has gone 
by. Perhaps it has. In that case the land and 
naval forces had better be disbanded; but so long 
as they exist they should be maintained at their 
best estate.” 

That the Army is not what it should be, is, as 
Mr. Nelson contends, the fault of the politicians 
who make our laws and control our executive de- 
partments. Their neglect and interference de- 
moralize the Service and paralyze its efficiency, in 
spite of the intelligence and professional pride of its 
officers. Its arms are antiquated, and, while in in- 
ventive talent America leads the world, its troops 
are using weapons discarded everywhere except by 
the African and other potentates who gather in the 
rejected weapons from European arsenals. As early 
as 1862 John Ericsson wrote a most earnest letter 
to President Lincoln urging the adoption of a maga- 
zine gun. Mis advice was not heeded and our Army 
are still using the breechloaders which all European 
services are rejecting. 

Nor are the politicians, with all their sins, wholly 
responsible for this, as Mr. Nelson would have us 
believe. He makes so good a case against them on 
the whole that there is no need of transferring to 
their shoulders responsibilities which belong else 
where. Still, it is true, as he says, that ‘it lies 
within the power of Congress to give the troops 
proper arms, uniform, quarters, equipment of every 
kind, and the more the civil power leaves the de - 
tails to the officers of the Army, the better will be 
that equipment,” provided, we may add, that the 
opivion of those who are to use the weapons has its 
due weight 1n the decision. 

Mr. Nelson takes especial exception to the inter- 
ference with the prerogative of general officers in 
the matter of the selection of their staffs. The in- 
terference of the Adjutant-General with the duties 
of his superior officer is another cause of criticism ; 
also the selection of staff officers without consult- 
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ing the heads of the corps to which they are 
assigned, and even against their protests. 

Recently there was a vacancy on the general staff 
which was filled by the appointment of a totally 
unfitman. The head of the corps had repeatedly 
asked for a certain officer, who was distinguished 
for the ability with which he had performed every 
other duty that bad been assigned to him. President 
after President bad treated his requests contemptu- 
ously, until he refused to make any recommendation 
whatever with reference to the selection of his own 
staff, which was, and is, loaded with imcompetents. 
To cap the series of disastrous selections, came this 
appointment. The officer chosen was notorious for 
indolence and incompetency. He was koown at 
every post as the “loafer of the Army.”’ But a near 
relative was an important man in the party. and the 
President gratified his friend and henchman with- 
out much apparent concern for theservice of which 
the Constitution declared him to be the commander- 
chief. There are uny number of officers on duty in 
Washipvgton and in the larger cities who are simply 
the favorites of politicians. The work at headquar- 
ters very often requires s 1 training and apti- 
tude; but officers are detailed for it who have 
neither education nor inclination for their duties, 
and others who have therequirements must supple- 
mentthem. This, of course, makes the number of 
officers — special duty very much larger than it 
ought to 


The Secretary of War interferes with the person- 
nel of the Army to a demoralizing extent, and 
against the judgment of experienced officers yields 
to the demands of politicians for the continuance of 
posts in localities where they are not needed and 
an advantage only to the local traders. More than 
one half the posts are not only useless, but con- 
sume troops that are needed elsewhere, Fort Mc§ 
Dermot, Neb., and Fort Bennett, Dak., are cited 
as examples of useless posts. One is retained be- 
cause the Nevada Senators wish it, and the other 
because the Indian Agent in that locality is lone- 
some without the edifying company of the Army 
officers. 


Whatever of discipline remains in the Service, 
whatever of efficiency there is, concluded Mr. Nel- 
son, “exist in spite of the interference of the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary in the details and with the 
personnel of the force. So long as the President 
confines his functions to their proper sphere, his 
office gives him a wholesome power which must be 
held by the chief magistrate of every government, 
monarch os oe ween he then pee | active 
command o e ps, either perso’ y or through 
bie Secretary of War, he not only assumes duties of 
which he has very little knowledge, but he invites 
his friends to share with him in the military patron- 

e. The Army and Navy, quite as much as the 

vil service, require to be protected against the un- 
regulated control of the President, for that means 
the control of the politicians. Any politician who 
bas the President’s ear has a more potent voice in 
the detail of officers and the transfer and location of 
troops than Maj. Gen. Schofield.” 


The article is full of wholesome truth, and we 
are very glad to see it in alay journal of such ex- 
tensive circulation as Harper's Weekly. It is needed 
there, much more than in the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL, which has been instant in season and out 
of season in calling attention to the evils which Mr. 
Nelson deplores.

eorizing about the causes of desertion and complaining 
about the class of men in the Army, a strong effort should 
be made to make the service attractive to those that are al- 
ready in, and the Army would soon have a better name, 
The men in the ranks are not balf as bad as represented, and 
all that is required to prove it isto compare soldiers of a few 
years’ service with the average class of workmenin any 
. The beer babit is almost universal in all large cities 
among workmen, and it is decidedly within the mirk to say 
thatthe Army drinks very mucb less than the same number 
of men in civil life of the same class. Americans are 
usually very fair-minded, but they have rarely put a just 
esti nate on the character of the men in the ranks of the 
Regular Army. 

We thoroughly agree with our contemporary, and 
have often had occasion to contradict the false 
assertions made in regard tothe enlisted men by 
those who apparently wrote from a basis of sheer 
ignorance. The suggestion that ‘‘ instead of theor- 
izing about the cause of desertion, a strong effort 
should be made to make the Service attractive to 
those that are already in,” etc., though not new, is 
worth repeating. Indeed, it isin the line of thought 
of a correspondent who writes us this week, and, 
in adverting to the recent statement that desertions 
are on the increase, says: ‘‘ Volumes have been 
written, hundreds of regulations isswed, but no - 
thing done to get at the root of the evil of desertion. 
There are plenty who know the main causes, from 
practical experience, but who have not, as yet, been 


afforded an opportunity to ventilate them offi- 
cially.” 

For the benefit of some of the growlers who 
think they have a hard time of it during rainy 
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Weather in the summer encampments, we give the 
following extract from a letter from a member of 
Light Battery B, 4th U.S. Artillery, written Aug. 
2, while on the march to Mount Gretna, Pa.: ‘‘In 
all my military experience I have never seen such 
weather. The rain was incessant, the roads were 
terrible and at times a perfect stream of water. The 
battery horses on the picket line would in an hour 
be up to their knees in mud, and not a man in the 
command has had a dry stitch of clothing for two 
days.” 








THE troops in the Department of the Platte are 
now in a busy state of preparation for the journey 
to Camp George Crook, near Fort Robinson, Neb., 
which will be established Aug. 20, under the com- 
mand of Brigadier-General John Brooke. General 
Brooke’s long experience in the line and his high 
military qualifications, and the fact that there are 
more troops than usual to be brought together 
render this camp peculiarly noticeable, and the 
very best of results are anticipated.

Ir has not been decided yet who will be appointed 
superintendent of the Military Academy, but it is 
still maintained that Colonel John M. Wilson, 
Corps of Engineers, will be selected. The difficulty 
just now appear to be to find a proper successor for 
‘Colonel Wilson in Washington. 








Mr. Greorce WILSON, president of a bank at Lox 
ington, Mo., writes tothe New York Herald with 
reference to the work of the Sioux Commission, and 
says: * Liviag mong the Sioux, I often wished that 
a remuant might be saved, for some of their quali- 
ties are excellent aad noble. Crook told them only 
the truth when he said that they are naturally as 
intelligent as the whites. A good evidence of it is 
this case of Grass, who has opposed civilization 
from Harney’s day at Pawnee Hollow till beaten by 
rook in council as be was beaten by him before on 
the field.

From the Mexican to the British 
line the white men love and admire him,and the 
red men fear but trust him. Morethan multitudes 
could have done has been accomplished by this 
quiet, unostentatious, clear-headed son of the Great 
Republic.” This isa well-deserved tribute to one 
of the ablest officers we have in our Army. 








Tue Washington Star says: “There is some little 
wonder in the mindsof Army folks just now, caused 
by the apparent establishment of a new Presidential 
custom, the designation of un officer of the 
Army, whenever the President goes anywhere, a3 
his special aide. Inasmuch as the President is likely 
to go almost anywhere and at any time, and as the 
special aide seems to be a local officer in every case, 
it thus bappeus that every officer of the Army with 
a certain rank has the chance to become such, just 
as every American youngster is told that he may 
some time become President of the United States: 
and the usually gray tunes of Army liteare now 
suffuved with a rosy hope that points to a chance to 
come into the Presidential field of vision. This toa 
Service man is an event of importance, for there is 
many a good billet becoming vacant at all times, 
and unless one comes up above the surface once ina 
while there is danger of beicrg lostin the whirl.” 








Tue Secretary of the Navy has accorded the 
builders of the Petrel unother trial trip. They urged 
that though the vessel fulfilled the guaranty, yet 
she had not made her best record, representing that 
in view of the time penalties which the Government 
had exacted, that it would be but just to permit 
ihem to show the ship’s best power and obtain the 
premium the Government had offered. Constructor 
Gatewood has been detailed for duty under the 
Board of Officers who are outlining plans and deter- 
taining types of the proposed ships. Mr.Gatewood, 
however, is not to be a member of the Board. 


A STALEMENT has been prepared by Commodore 
T. N. Wilson, Chief of the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair, for the use of Secretary Tracy, show- 
ing the condition of vessels of the Navy in progress 
of construction at the time the pew administration 
entered upon its duties, March 4 last. It shows that 
since March, 1885, twenty-six vessels have been 
provided for by Congress, exclusive of the five 
double-turretted monitors, Amphitrite, Monad- 
nock, Terror, Puritan and Miantonomoh. Of these 
the Yorktown is in commission; the Charleston, the 
Baltimore, the Petrel and the Vesuvius have been 
launched, and all except the Baltimore have had 
their steam trials. The Newark, the Philadelphia, 
the San Francisco, the Concord and the Bennington 
areina forward state, but none of them will be 
completed within the time specified in the con- 
tracts. The Maine and the Texas, building at the 
New York and Norfolk Navy-yards respectively, 
are making slow progress. They are not likely to 
be launched inside of two years. The contract has 
been let for a coast defence ship, and bids will be 
made this month for five cruisers and a cruising 
monitor; and plans are nearly ready for two gun- 
boats, a ram, a training ship and a dynamite cruiser 
similar to the Vesuvius. One cruiser of 5,300 tons 
and one armor-clad of 7,500 tons have been author- 
ized by Congress, but they have not yet been de- 
signed. 

The total appropriation for these vessels is 
$10,575,000, as follows:

THE Citizen, published at Ottawa, Canada, and 
recognized as the Government organ, lets itself out 
on the Behring Sea question, and in concluding an 
editorial on the subject says: “If the present Gov- 
ernment at Washington fails to bring about serious 
complications between the Imperial Government 
and the United States it wil) not be because no effort 
has been put forth to produce so undesirable a re- 
sult. The truth is, statesmen of the calibre of 
Webster and Clay do not now reach maturity in the 
southern portion of this cuntinent. Peddling poli- 
ticians, seekers after notoriety and professors of 
brag and duplicity appear to have monopolized all 
places of importance and are now intent upon forc- 
ing issues with a country whose people are rapidly 
learning to despise, not fear, them. The recent 
shameful act of piracy committed upon a Canadian 
vessel in Behring Sea is wholly unjustifiable and has 
only one redeeming feature—namely, that it will 
bring tbe whole question under consideration und 
the Washington authorities will be obliged to apolo- 
gize, as well as to recoup the owners of the vessels 
they interfered with. If this is not done what is left 
of Yankee naval effect will probably disappear from 
more seas than Behring.” 








THE model first sergeant is thus sketched by one 
of the oldest battery commanders in the service, 
in a commupication to the U. S. Army Visitor: 
“He should beintelligent and zealousin the dis- 
charge of his duties and in the care and instruction 
of the other non-commissioned officers and men of 
his battery ; be of good personal habits, a good dis 
ciplinarian, firm in his control of and perfectly just 
aud impartial in his relations with the other en- 
listed men. There are few positions in which an en 
listed man is charged with so much responsibility: 
or where a greater amount of untiring devotion to 
duty is called into play. The position is a superb 
one, and any soldier may be proud of discharging 
the duties pertaining toit with credit to himself 
and to the satisfaction of his superiors. For this 
reason men of the highest order of intelligence and 
of the best character only, should be selevted for 
the office, and then they should be paid adequately 
—in my opinion not less than fifty dollarsa month.” 








SECOND COMPTROLLER GILKESON has renderec a 
decision in the claim of Lieutenant M. C. Martin, 
22d U.S. Infantry, for payment for a horse which 
died of disease March 17, 1889. The Comptroller de- 
cides that the act of 1849 was repealed by subsequent 
acts, and that theact of August 13, 1888, extending 
for three years the time for filing claims for horses 
lost in the late War did not apply to horses lost 
since its close. The effect of this decision is to ex- 
clude from the benefits of the law all officers in the 
Regular Army. 








GENERAL BROOKE'S suggestions to the troops of his 
command going into camp with the National Guard 
to “spare no pains to seta good example of a sol- 
dier’s duty in every particular” have been well re- 
ceived ia military circles and widely quoted by 
the press.

COLONEL Frep. T. Locke, 1341 Broadway, New 
York City, secretary of the Society of the Fifth 
Army Corps, has issued a circular saying that 
“many members of the Fifth Army Corps, as well 
as its numerous friends, express the earnest desire 
that the history of this Corps, whose services were 
not surpassed by any of the distinguished Jurps 


~of the Army, shall be prepared and published at as 


early & day as practicable.” He, therefore, asks 
that “all persons who have served with the Corps 
as well as members of the Society, contribute what 
they can of matter for history and send it to the 
secretary for the use of the historian. Statements 
in tabular form of each regiment, battery and bat- 
talion are desired, giving its organization, period of 
service in brigade, division and corps, campaigns 
and battles engaged 1n, and also reminiscences which 
will be of popular interest as well as of historic 
value.”’ 








AS ANNOUNCED, the rifle competition in the De- 
partment of Dakota, this year, will take place Aug. 
12th to 22d, at Fort Snelling, and not at the Wiscon- 
sin Rifle Range; but it is settled that after this 
competition the Fort Snelling range will be aban- 
doned. The September shooting will take place at 
the Camp Douglas range, which will then be fully 
equipped. From statistics compiled at Division 
Headquarters, it appears that the total cost for such 
a competition—the troops being stationed at the 
various posts in Dakota—would be, at last year’s 
rates, as follows: For 2i officers and 125 enlisted 
men, at Fort Snelling, $8,815.16; at Fort Keogh, 
$9,364 69; at Camp Douglas, $10,583 66.

Army Decision.—The Second Comptroller of the 
Treasury has decided that the cost of fuel to be fur- 
nished to the officers of the Army by the Quarter- 
master’s Department under the provisious of the 
act of June 18, 1878, is a proper charge against the 
appropriation for “regular supplies, Quarterwas- 
ter’s partment,” and that the cost of fuel for sale 
to officers of the Engineer Corps is therefore, under 
existing law, pot properly chargeable to any appro- 
priation for river and harbor improvements. The 
Comptroller bolds in effect that fuel used for the 
personal comfort of officers engaged on public 
works cannot properly be charged against the ap- 
propriation for such work, but must be charged 
against the appropriation for “regular supplies. 
This ruling, however, does not apply in cases where 
the wood used isin any way necessary or incident 
to the work itself. 








THE British fleet left Spithead for sea Aug. 6 to 
take part in the naval manceuvres. In starting out 
to sea the men-of-war Black Prince and Invincible 
came into collision off Spithead, and both vessels 
were much damaged. German and Austrian news- 
papers speak in terms of high praise of the display 
made by the British fleet at Portsmouth Aug. 5. 

The Beaumont factory at Maestricht is transform- 
ing Beaumont rifles into repeating arms on the 
Beaumont-Vitali system for the Duich Army. The

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ADMINISTRATION OF OATHS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Ir is said that a Court-martiel record was 
recently set aside by the War Department and 
its sentence anoulled, because a deposition, con-ti- 
tuting a part of the proceedings, was sworn to be- 
fore a commissioned officer and not before the 
Judge Advocate of the Court before which such de- 
position was to be used. In G. O. 37, ¢.s., Head- 

uarters of the Army, April 16, 1889, the following is 
the law laid down by the Secretary of War: 

“Officers of the Army, as sucn, are not s0 empow- 
ered by statute [to administer oaths); and the only 
officer oy the Army who can administer an oath to 
a witness whose deposition is to be taken for use 
before a Court- martial, is the ofi-er who bas quali 
fied as the Judge Advocate of toe Court-martial be 
fore which it is to be used. * * * Withthbeexcep 
tion mentioned, the oath must be administered and 
the deposition authenticated by a civil officer em- 
powered by law to administer oaths for general 
purposes,” 

Sec. 771, Army Regulations, published iu April 
last, epumerates several officers of the Army, be- 
sides the Judge Advocate of the Court-martial be- 
fore which an affidavit is to be used, before whom 
such affidavit may be taken; and * taking a deposi- 
tion” bas always heretofore been understood to 
mean administering the oath to the deponent. This, 
it now appears, is all wrong; and now “ only a civil 
officer empowered by law to administer oaths for 
general purposes,” or the “Judge Advocate of the 
Court before which tbe deposition is to be used” 
can take a deposition. If the witness whose deposi- 
tion is recorded lives a thourand miles away, the 
only recourse then is to a civil officer. But what 
officer ? 

Par. 771, referred to above, goes on tosay: “Where 
affidavits are taken for the interests of the public 
service, the Q. M. Department wil! pay tbe notarial 
fees.”" The ioference is tbat the deposition or affi 
davit may be taken before a notary. But a recent 
decision of the U. 8S. Supreme Court seews to have 
already made this impossibie. 

The case was an indictment for perjury against 
J. D. Ball, for making a false oatb before a notary 
public as to bis services as Deputy U. 8. Surveyor ; 
avd the principal question at issue was whether a 
notary public is authorized to administer oaths in 
such cases. The court beld he was not, aad decided 
that ‘where an oath is required by a U.S. statute, 
tbat oath can be administered only by a U. S. offi- 
cer. Hence a notary public, being a State officer, 
cannot administer «aths to U.S. officials, unless the 
statutes specifically state that such oaths may be ad- 
ministered before such State official.”” A bundred 
thousand cases, it is believed, in tbe mineral division 
alone of the General Land Office are affected by this 
derision. 

As neither the statutes of the U. 8S. nor the Army 
Regulations specifically declare that a State notary 
public may take affidavits to be used before Courts- 

martial, would it not be well if the Judge Advocate 
General shall advise the Seeretary of War, aud 
tbroughb that official the OU. 8. Army, exactly before 
what civil officers empowered by law to administer 
oaths for general purposes, affidavits aud depositions 
of witnesses may be safely, legally and effectively 
taken? As matters now stand, no one cau answer 
this point with apy feeling of ceriainty. CURATOR.

GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to report that I have 
drilled a detachment of recruita for the past three weeks, in 
tbe new cavairy drill regulations, and bave found them ex- 
cellent in every respect. They ere simple to learn and teach 
and the spirit of practicability teat runs through them, to 
the disregard of the finesse of drill aad strained manceu- 
vres, I covsider in consonance with modera progress and 
wood sense. The interval in line gives an elasticity and mo- 
bility which will, in my opivion, increase materially the 
efficieucy of the line of batte. 

The manual of arms, as do the exercises, meet with my 
unqualified praise. In fine, I endorse most favorably the 
new cavalry drill regulations, so far as published.

PURCHASE SYSTEM AND DESERTION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Now THAT recent orders from the War Depart- 
ment authorize the retention of pay, by sentence of 
Court-martial, until discharge, why cannot further 
action be taken in the direction of diminishing, if 
not entirely stopping, desertion from the Army, by 
authorizing purcbase of discharge. Tbe retention 
of pay will go far towards detering tbe man from 
desertion; but tbe facility for bis purchase from 
service will be a much stronger incentive to remain, 
kvowing that when he becomes discontented he can 
procure bis discharge by purchase. A scale might 
be established and then each man would know the 
amount required to free bim from what he thinks a 
hardship by remaining—say, a man in his firat year 
to pay the sum of one bundred dollars. 

In second year, eighty-five dollars. 

In third year, seventy five dollars. 

In fourth year, sixty dollars. 

In fifth vear, fifty dollars. 

Men having this knowledge will be more prudent 
in saving their money for such contingencies, and 
will besitate about deserting when they can pur- 
chase their discharge, and not be dependent on the 
influence of friends or otbers high ip authority to 
provure “discbarge by favor,”’ which by purchase 
will be their privilege. There ueed not any 
change made in the present laws regarding retained 
pay or deposits; they are exvellent, JONES. 








PERCENTAGE OF OF SLCERS. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Your comparison of the number ot officers in the 
English Army to its enlisted strength may lead 
many persons to believe our own Army to be over- 
officered. 

In the first place it must be remembered that it is 
the military policy to provide aregular staff capa- 
ble of handling quite a large army in case of emer- 
gency, and again that the enlisted strength is re- 
duced verv far below any probable war strength 
for the authorized organizations. With 150 men to 
a battery of artillery, and only 100 each to a troop 
of cavalry or company of infantry, they would give 
for these branches of the Service alone 46.000 men, 
with atotal of 2.167 officera, or 4.7 per cent. The 
officers of these organizations number 1,589. or 34 
per cent. In tbe event of war the strength of a foot 
battery, troop, or company would, no doubt, very 
cousiderably exceed the pumbers above indicated ; 
the number of officers remaining the same, and thus 
the proportion would be materially reduced. 

In this connection it migbt become an instructive 
problem for any one who bas the data at band to 
determine what per cent. the officers of the Army 
bore to the pumber of men uoder their immediate 
command during the late War of the Rebellion.

NEW JERSEY. 


THE [Inter State and United States Army Military 
Match to take place at the New Jersey State Rifle 
Range, upon the State camp ground, Sea Girt, N. J., 
about Sept. 1, promises to be an interesting and im- 
portant event. The match isopen to one team from 
each State or Territory in the U.S., and one team 
each from the Army of the U.S. stationed within 
each of the three military divisions, Atlantic, Paci- 
fic and Missouri (three teams in all), consisting of 12 
members of the regularly orgavized and uniformed 
National Guard or militia of such State or Terri 
tory, or of the Army of the U.S. The distance is 
200 and 500 yards. Position at 200 yards, standing; 
at 500 yards, prone. Any military rifle which has 
been adopted, authorized or issued as an official arm 
by any State, or by the U. 8S. In cases where the 
State has adopted no particular model, the team 
shall be allowed to use the rifie in use by the Regu- 
lar Army of the U.S., or by the uniformed militia 
of any other State. Rounds, 10 at each distance. 
The State of New Jersey will furnish camp equipe- 
age, quarters, cocvs and blankets and cooking uten- 
sils, for a period of 20 days, to all teams who regu- 
larly enter in the match, without charge, and will 
also supply, for the purpose of practice, ammuni- 
tion suitable for the U.S. model Springfield B. L., 
.45 calibre, at cost. 

A team from the U.S. Army has already entered, 
together with a uumber of others from various 
States. Additional teams are yetto enter. Brig.- 
General B. W. Speucer, Inspector-General of Rifle 
Practice, N. G., N. J., Passaic, N. J., has charge of 
the details of the match, and will furnish full in- 
formation. 





ILLINOIS NATIONAL GUARD. 


From the report of Brig.-Gen. J. W. Vance, Adjutant 
General of [llinois, just received, we learn that the State 
force at present consists of 69 companies of infantry and 
two ligkt batteries. The Ist Brigade, Brig..Gen. C. Fitz 
Simons, aggregates 2,270 officers and men. The 2d Brigade, 
Brig.-Gen. J. N. Reece, aggregates 1,745 officers and men. 
The aggregate of both brigades is 4.015 officers and men. 
The law limits the number to 4,000. The troops are armed 
with the latest improved Springfield rifle, calibre 45, Buf- 
flogton sight. The equipments are the same as those of the 

.S.Army. Each battery has four Gatling guns, calibre 
45, and equipments. 

The old arms were sent tothe National Armory, over- 
hauled, deled, and barrels reblued, and Gen. Vance 
considers them the best in the country. The remodeling of 
4,000 stand of ola arms cost $9,000. The purchase of the 
same number of new rifles would have cost $55,000. 

The service usiform consists of a veat fitting, lined flan- 
nel sack coat, trousers, forage cap, summer helmet, over- 
coat, and blanket, similar to that of the U.S. army, but 
better made, better fitted, and generally of better quality. 
The uniform, exclusive of blanket and overcoat, lasts 
about two years and costs $8. The overcoat is worth $10 
and the blanket (weighing 5 Ibs.) is worth $4. 

Megs tents, cook tents, and ranges have been provided for 
encamping a 12-company regiment and one battery. The 
tents are in good condition and well cared for. The seven 
regiments of infantry and two light batteries performed 
tours of duty during the seasons of 1887-88, and the results 
obtained were of the most gratifying character. Tne Guard 
has made the most remurkable aod gratifying progress 
during the past two years. $120,000 per annum is asked for 
the support of the Guard from July 1, 1889, to July 1, 1891. 
This will be $30 per annum for each Guardsman allowed by 
statute. It is recommended that the Guard of the State be 
limited to 72 companies of infantry, 2 batteries of artillery, 
2 troops of cavalry, and a signal and hospital corps, and 
that the enlisted strength of a company or troop be limited 
to 67, and of a battery to 96. The present law allow: 100 
men to each company, troop, or battery. This recommen- 
dation is made in view of the great difficulty experienced 
in keeping within the limit of 4,000 officers and men without 
falling several hundred below it. The Guard will pot there- 
by be materially increased in number and none in expense. 

he State troops, as now organized, can be easily and 
quickly mobilized and transported by rail at a few hours’ 
notice to any part of the State. The interest in rifle prac- 
tice increases each year, and the Guard has labored bard, 
both physically and mentally, to become skilled in the use 
of the rifle. The general result is most satisfactory, and 
Illinois has to-day a larger per cent. of good shots than any 
other State in the Union.

In the rear is to be a first class rifie 
range. Here are also the company lockers, the gun racks, 
the toilet rooms, the rooms for stores and the armorer’s den. 
The ceilings are 12 feet high. The second floor only occupies 
the front of the building, but it has a company meeting 
room 18x38, an officers’ meeting room 15x21, the captain's 
room 15x16, the hall and stairway 16x34 and an office tucked 
in the smaller tower.

On the motion of Lord Charles Beresford, a Par- 
liamentary return bas been prepared givivg par- 
ticulars of all breechloading iron and steel gans 
that have failed after delivery for service.

Successful trials, we learn from the Deutsche 
Heeres-Zeitung and other papers, have been made 
in Germany with a torpedo constructed of twelve 
thicknesses (each of 3)¢mm.) of comp 
and varnished paper, which, though without sup- 
porte or bands, is yet extraordinarily strong, and at 
the same time elastic. It is provided with a small 
electro-motor and screw, and is steered and fired by 
electric spark, from the ship despatching it, with 
which it is connected by wire. It carries a charge 
of 25 Ib. of dynamite. 


It is stated in the Pesther Lloyd that the Maxim 
gun,whicb has been adopted for use in the Austrian 
Arwy, is to be made of smaller calibre. The calibre 
originally decided upon was of 1t millimetres, but 
ove of 6 millimetres bas now been substituted. This 
reduction will render it possiLle to make use of the

The Swiss Federal Council bas just concluded a 
loan of 20,000,000 francs for providing new rifles, 
ete., for the Swiss Army.

A REMARKABLE PAPER. 


Mr. J. MACFARLANE GRAY recently read before 
the lnstitution of Mechanical Engineers of Paris a 
paper on the rationalization of Regnault'’s experi- 
ments on steam. This appears in Engineering of 
July 12, which says of it: “For more than 40 years 
Regnault’s experimental results have been univer- 
sally accepted by physicists and engineers as 44 
rical facts in all calculations relating to steam, its 
heat, ics pressure, and its energy. Until now no one 
has, so far as we remember, put forward any physi- 
cal theory of the interdependence of these numeri- 
cal results which are so familiar to us all in their 
tabulated form. Whether Mr. Gray’s paper be right 
or whether it be wrong, it is a most remarkable pro. 
duction; taken along with a preceding paper read 
before the Institution of Naval Architects on April 
11 last, it is perhaps tne most fundamental paper 
ever written. Mr. Gray has formapny years 
trying to get behind the scenes in nature’s show 
and he hasso far succeeded in getting at least off 
the beaten track, that from the position he has now 
reached he tells us that all we see and feel in nature 
is quite different from what we think it is. Thus we 
think we surely know what isa cubic foot of air of 
atmospheric pressure; if we have read the kinetic 
theory of gases, we fancy we know the pressure 
and the volume. But Mr. Gray tells us the pressure 
is not what we reckoned it, say 2,160 lb. ou the 
square foot; he says the pressure is thousands of 
millions of tons on the square inch, and the volume 
of the air is not a cubic foot; it is not evena cubic 
inch, for in the whole cubic foot of so-called air the 
spuce occupied by the particles of air, together 
with the play spaces in which they exercise their 
energy, is a volume of only microscopic maguituae, 
and all the rest of the cubic foot is similarly occu- 
pied by ethids in ee flight, the primordial parti- 
cles of the univereal ether. All we know or can re- 
alize is the pv product; and whether that be an 
almost infinite force and a microscopic volume, or 
the moderate force, we thok we feel upon the 
boundaries of the volume perceived by us; if the 
arithmetical product be the same, the physical 
phenomenon will also be to us objectively also tbe 


same. 

“It is not goneeaty known that Newton added to 
the last edition of his works an important state- 
ment ing the nature of gravitation. He 
draws attention to this altcration by an advertise- 
ment at the beginning of the volume on optics,

been that he desired to have it placed upon 
record that he did not regard gravity as a prop- 
erty of matter. For half a century Newton had 
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bad before his mind the idea that every physica 
phenomenon was produced directly by the pressure . 
of an all pervading medium of enormous elastic 
force, baving less pressure in the interstices of solid 
bodies than at their surfaces, say less within the 
body of the sun than at its surtace, and, as he ex- 
presses it, less there than at the one-hundredth part 
of an inch from that surface, and less there than at 
the one-fiftieth part efan inch from the surface, 
and less there than at the orb Saturn. And he saw 
no reason why this diminution of pressure should 
pot go on without limit into the remote regions of 
stellar space, and although the rate of this diminu- 
tion would be exceedingly slow at great distances 
from masses of gross matter, yet if the elastic force 
ofthe medium be at the same time also exceed- 
ingly great he thought this might be sufficient to 
P uce even those enormous forces, whereby the 
planets tend to move towards the suo and their 
parts towards each other.’’ 


TRIAL OF THE BRENNAN TORPEDO. 


A SATISFACTORY report bas been made as to the 
result of the experiments carried out upon June 3% 
with the Brennan torpedo at Totlands Bay, Isle of 
Wight. The inventor, Mr. Brennan, was present, 
and controlled the winding engine percent. The 
starting point of the torpedo and the winding en- 
gine was in the(vicinity of Cliff-end Fort, and at 
some height above the level of the sea, so as to give 
the manipulator a clear view of the torpedo on its 
course thro the water. The object against which 
the energy of the torpedo was to be directed was an 
old wooden hulk of about 300 or 400 tons, and 160ft. 
in length, thus presenting only about one-half of 
the frontage of a modern battleship or cruiser. It 
was towed along by a powerful tug at a s of 
about six knots, and the tide ruuning at about five 
knots brought up the total speed to about 11 knots 
per hour. When the hulk and tug were well under 
way in the Channel, they passed within about 1,300 
yards of the torpedo station. But by the time that 
the torpedo itself was launched, and ap- 

roached and overhauled the moving target, which 

t did at a speed of about 21 knots per bour, the dis- 
tance had increased to about 1,700 yards. Thus when 
the torpedo reached ita victim it bad run through a 
course of pearly amile. it was charged with 300 
lbs. of blasting gelatine, and its movements were 
very clearly indicated by means of the flag at the 
summit of the little steel mast which rose perpen- 
dicularly from it, and cut the water into ripples as 

proceeded. The friction of this steel mast against 

the water is said to reduce the speed of the torpedo 
by three knots. The course taken was not an abso- 
lately direct one. The torpedo ran for about 260 
yards close to the surface, s0 as to avoid the rocks 
and seaweed in the shallows. Then it dipped down- 
wards and continued its course 10 ft. below the sur- 
face, approaching the hulk, but bearing a little 
away, 80 much so as to create av impression that it 
had oy? astray. Thies, however, was not the case, 
for the operator was only watching his opportunity, 
and directly he got alongside and within striking 
distance, he slacked one wire and rapidly hauled in 
the other, the torpedo darting in at once under the 
counter of the doomed vessel. A violent explosion 
was beard, and a vast volume of smoke arose, 
capped bv a sheet of water which it had bodil 
lifted. Then the bulk pitched beavily forward, a 
slowly sank stern foremost, the water descending 
upon the floating debris. Sosudden and tremendous 
was the effect of the blow, that for a few momentg 
afterwards pot u sound was uttered by the spec- 
tators. Then a great cheer arose. The result of the 
experiment had shown vonclusively that the Bren- 
nan divergible torpedo was a marked success. In 
the course of the afternoon Mr. Brennan showed, 
with ap uncharged to ‘0, how easy it was to fol- 
low the course of even a boat in the tide way. 

It may not be out of place to desoribe briefly the 
motive-power of the Brennan torpedo. Two drums, 
each witha quantity of wire coiled upon it, are 
contained within the body of the torpedo; one act- 
ing directly upon a shaft at theend of which isa 
sorew, the other working upon a collar surrounding 
the shaft, and also acting upon asecond screw which 
works in an opposite direction to the first. Any al- 
teration in the speed of either of these screws acts 
upon a lever connected witb the rudder on one side, 
and diverts the torpedo to that side. The screws are 
made to revolve by drawing the wires over a pulley 
out of the torpedo when launched, and winding 
them with great rapidity upon two large drums re- 
volved by the winding engine on shore. If it is re- 
quired to move the torpedo to the right or left the 
speed is slackened of the particular wire which is in 
connection with the blade of the rudder command- 
ing that side. To steady the torpedo in asubmerged 
run, two horizontal steel fins are provided. There 
are also two horizontal bow rudders, which, by 
means of certain automatic arrangements, are de- 
flected up or down according as the torpedo reaches 
below or rises above the depth it is set to run at. 
The steel wire principally used for the prepulsion 
of the Brennan torpedo is No. W.g.; king 
strain, 6 cwt. to 7 cwt.; weight per mile, 31lb. Thus 
it is evident that this torpedo cannot be fired from 
a@ position on board sbip, as the movements of the 
vessel due to the motion of the sea would inevitably 
snap the wire, or interfere with the regularity of its 
being drawnin. It is difficult to avoid the inclina- 
tion to institute comparisons between the under- 
water Brennan torpedo and the overhead Zalinski 
dynamite projectile tube. Both can project a huge 
mass of high explosive to a distance of a mile or a 
mile and a half with almost unerring exactness. But 
the Brennan has serious objections as at present 
constituted. The wires and winding station are 
much exposed, and the movements of the torpedo 
in its e through the water can be followed 
with serupulous fidelity a machine gun fire as well 
as by the buman eye. This is a matter for very 
grave reflection; and, although successful as an ex- 
queitaly constructed scientific toy, it is quite pos- 
sible that the Brennan torpedo may never prove to 
be of much service or utility in time of active ser- 
vice. So far as we can judge at present, the odds 
sre in fuvor of the Zalinski tube, though a far 
clumsier weapon.—Hngincer, July 17.

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COMPOUND AND STEEL ARMOR. 


MM. Sounetper, of Creusot, have addressed a let- 
ter to the Engineer which appears iu its issue of 
July 12, in whieh they say: *"Mesars. Cammell, have 
been instanced by Sir Nathaniel Barnaby, at the [n- 
stitution of Civil Engineers, as a proof of the re 
markable qualities 9f compound plates, and of the 
superiority of these plates, and even of the Eaoglish 
solid steel plates, over the Schoeider plates of the 
Creusot Works. It would have been preferable, we 
think, to compare firet these results with those var- 
ried out fora number of years against iron plates. 
Such ap examination would, perbaps, have modified 
the convictions of Sir Nath :niel Barnaby.” 

They wake some extracts from the triala of 1880 to 
prove their position, which, us stated by Engineer, is 
as follows: ‘*A compound or steel faced plate bas 
peculiar power to break up projectiles of medium 
quality, use the face is formed of extremely 
hurd steel. Against such proj: ctiles it acts to the 
greatest advantage. Projectiles are now, however, 
made, suvb as those of chrome steel, which are more 
than a match for the bard ‘face plate.’ Projectiles 
of large calibre may do the same witbout ext:aord- 
inary excellence; and this ‘face plate * once over- 
come, the resistance of the soft back is small com- 
pared witb that of the solid steel.” 

Engineer says further: * Messrs. Schneider say 
that sclid steel plates are pow thought to be neces- 
sary for the proof of projectiles in France. If so, 
may we vot naturally ask wby we are vot favored 
with a more recent result than ove of 1880. Messrs. 
Schneider bave referred to Shoeburyness. At tbe 
present moment tbere are standing on that proof 
ground a sort of army of plates of 9 in. thick- 
ness, which have been used for the proof of 
steel 6in. projectiles. Among them will be found 
many compound and a few solid stee) plates, 
and while tbe latter have performed remark- 
ably well, especially in one instance, the feature 
of through cracking is specially observable as 
compared with the compound, where the work 
is done mm bulging. We do not lay stress on 
these results except this general feature, for the 
quality of the projectile must be known in eavh 
cuse to enable atair comparison to be made, and 
this we are not in a position to give. For ourselves 
we do not wish tolay too much stresson through 
cracking. Far from it. We bave long held that our 
own autborities bave gone too tar in their opposi 
tion to solid steel. We believe that a total maxi- 
mum of resistance to projectiles is best secured by 
barduess, vot oply in the faceplate, but entirely 
through, such as can opls be obtained at the cost of 
some hability te tbrough cracking, a good system 
of bolting being relied on to hola up the cracked 
plate and retain a considerable measure of resistipg- 
power sbould the sbip be struck again on the same 
plate; apo for the plates carried on cruisers, where 
il 18 eVerytbing to keep out one or two blows witha 
comparatively tbin plate, we sbould use mucb 
harder armor, even at the cost of bad fracture. [u 
saylog this, observe weby no means give up the 
compound principle. We only employ it witn 








barder metal, the face still being very much harder 
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than the back. Our contention has been that the 
compound principle is aseund une. That is to sav, 
that it is better to have a face whose hardness ex- 
ceeds that of the body in a much greater degree 
than cau be given by hardening the face of a vass 
composed throughout of metai of the same quality. 
The want of homogeneity, we think, may do more 
good in preventing through cracks, than evil in 
allowing the steel face to strip off. 

“With regard to the figures on which Measrsa. 
Schneider base their calculations, we would observe 
that we bave given them exactly as we reveived 
them. Wedonot mean by this te acvept them as 
representing our experience. In Eagland we have 
always considered that the penetration of wrougbt 
iron to steel-faced or solid steel is as five to four, 
and wecould instauce trials made in Russia aud 
Italy which appear to suggest that the same impres- 
sion prevails in those countries. Consequently, we 
do not for amoment accept the paternity of the 
conclusions arrived at by Messrs. Schneider as to 
what wrought iron would have done.’’
